The written protest note was 
delivered to the East Berlin 
Embassy of the Soviet Union.

A city government spokesman 
said the protest was made in the 
name of Mayor Willy Brandt at 
a conference of East German 
and West Berlin officials w h o 
meet regularly to discuss im ­ 
plementation of the agreement 
that provides for holiday visits 
to East Berlin. 


Horst Korber, a Brandt aide, 
told East German state Secre­ 
tary Erich Wendt that the m ur­ 
der of 18-year-old Paul Schultz 
was “ inexcusable.” 


He said the incident was in­ 
compatible with the humanitar­ 
ian aims of the agreement that 
provided for opening the wall 
over the holidays to allow the 
reunion of Berlin families.
